2. ELINT: 


General Erskine thinks ELINT and COMINT are closely 
related. He believes that NSA rather than the Air Force 
should be the Executive Agent for ELINT operations under 
Department of Defense as NSC Executive Agent. He 
considers that present organization loose and does not 
consider a large advisory committee under the Air Force 
Director of Intelligence to be an effective director. 

He points out that sifter many months the Air Force is 
still 60 or 90 days from full operation because of 
failure to request space. I gather that the subject 
has been discussed very recently by Deputy Secretary 
with General Samford. He gave no indication as to 
whether any positive action is contemplated or whether 
specific proposals will be made to other agencies. He 
did indicate the subject might arise at USCIB meeting 
tomorrow.
